2. The 1945-46 deliveries, which were based on the old 
rate of $1.25, will be brought up to the $1.35 basis by pay- 
ment to producers of a flat 10 cents a bushel on all grades. 

3. The participation payment on the 1944 crop will be 
“upward of 16 cents per bushel.’ 

4. The pegged export price of $1.55 a bushel has been

According to those diligent persons who 
sample public opinion, dissatisfaction with 
the United Nations organization 18 growng 
rapidly in Canada, in Great Britain and in 
the United States. In this country 44 per 
cent, in Britain 39 percent and in the United

azines in recent months, It is an organizat- | 


ion of people, themselves escaped from the 
liquor habit, who make it their purpose to 
assist other dipsomaniacs in their struggle 
against the immoderate use of intoxicants. 

There are said to be 43 members of this 
organization in Edmonton. No one has ven- 
tured to hazard a guess as to the number of 
potential candidates for their care 

Alcoholics Anonymous’) advertises no 
magic cure for drunkenness, no pharma- 
ceutical formula that will banish the craving 
overnight. On the contrary, its ministrat- 
jons are based on certain principles of psy- 
chology its members have found useful in 
their own cases. 

The establishment of this home in Ed- 
monton is important, not as a medical de- 
velopment, but as symbolic of a vast and 
important change in the social viewpoint 

The habitual drunkard has been re- 
garded throughout the ages as a weakling, 
a nuisance, a lunatic or a dreadful sinner 
It is something new, and something very 
refreshing, to have him regarded as a Sick 
man needing specialized care.

Gross earnings were down $4,920,- 
079 at 23,153,180 and working ex- 
penses were $1,730,356 lower at $21,- 
720,229. Cumulative net earnings 
for the six months ended June 30 
were off $9,258,595 at $7,961,403.

Seaway Project 
Postponed Again

WASHINGTON The St. Law- 
rence seaway project, beloved of the 
late President Roosevelt and ime- 
portant to Canada, is apparently 
postponed for at least another six 
months 

The senate, considering its “con- 
sent calendar", declined to act on 
legislation to authorize the project. 

The bill, which would still have to 
be approved by the house, could 
technically be brought up again in 
the senate if the majority approved 
a motion directing its consideration, 
But with adjournment a few days 
away, the chances are just about 
nil 

The seaway project was first sub- 
mitted by President Roosevelt in 
1934 in treaty form but failed to win 
the necessary two-thirds senate ma. 
jority. Brought up again during the 
War as legislation, it was again 
beaten in the senate. 

The project would cost the United 
States about $500,000,000 and 
Canada about $150,000,000 and 
would provide for deep-draught na- 
navigation from the Atlantic to the 
|head of the Great Lakes, generat- 
| ing power as a by-product. 


PIONEER DIES 


DELIA, Alta., (CP) —James Scott, 
94, pioneer homesteader in the Delia 
district, 69 miles east of Calgary, 
died Sunday. He was born in Grande 
Leibe, Que. He is survived by a son 
Walter, in Delia.
